COST SO MUCH? 

In his address in which the 
lion. Air. James S. Woodsworth 
criticised the heavy expendit¬ 
ures which are being made in 
connection with the Royal Visit 
the C. C. F. leader gave voice 
to a feeling that is strong in 
many people, in all parts of the 
Dominion. 

While there is no doubt that 
there will lie a greater expendit 
ure than is necessary, the 
rights, justice and advisability 
of the matter are very apt to 
be judged from a partial angle, 
according to the particular pol¬ 
itical or economic ideas of the 
person p.issing such judgment. 

There can be little doubt 
that, should the King himself 
I ; given the privilege of plann- 


one day the money saved would 
go a long way to covering 
these costs, if it did not cover 
them entirely. 

When we look at other nat¬ 
ions and see them spending 
Isrge sums in honoring their 
national leaders we see in their 
efforts a mark of respect & j,at 
riotism. A strengthened nation 
nlism that makes their nation 
strong in ttie cause which it 
sponsors, and that wins for it 
the respect of its neighbours.

It is our opinion that a hand 
will roach more and have better 
results in this respect than 
any other organization and we 
feel that we should have one. 
Oth r towns boast good bands 
and when they have celebrat¬ 
ions of civic and national holi¬ 
days they have the air filled 
with music for the day, while 
we either do without, or are 
forced to have outside bands 
come in. 

Of course, these events are 
not very numerous in the year, 
but there is always a concert 
which everyone enjoys and the 
regular practices liecome a cen 
tie of interest not only for 
the members but for everyone 
who enjoys military music. 
The ban of most such organiz¬ 
ations is a lack of discipline 
amongst the members, which 
soon disrupts every effort made 
at having a really good band. 
Parents have a definite respon 
sibility here in encouraging the 
young people to abide by what 
is asked of them in discipline, 
and to plan with the members 
of such organizations to attend 
every practice and appointment 
that is made. 

There is a good supply of 
material to draw from in the 
Town for conductors, and mcm 
beid themselves can supply the 
otliei officers better than out- 
sders, unless it might perhaps 
be thy post of manager. The 
main thing we need is interest. 
There are a large number of 
instruments around the Town, 
which if they were assembled 
w ;u!d make ijuite a band. Ef¬ 
forts in the i ast have been 
marked bv failure, not liecause 
of lack of material, hut largely 
because of internal division and 
lack of interest on the part of 
the players and the public. 

Radios and amplifiers and 
other types of canned music 
may substitute, but can never 
take tlie place of a gcod hand,

E.i.noiHon, May 1—Outstand¬ 
ing news of the week is that 
the Aberhart government has 
engaged at last an “expert” 
who is really an exbert to ad¬ 
vise it. He is Dr. Jacob Viner, 
professor of economics at the 
University of Chicago and some 
time member of President 
Roosevelt's brain trust in the 
United States, 

Dr. Viner came her e last week 
a l the request of the Govemient 
—particularly, reportedly, Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary Solon Low—to 
undertake a survey as an econ¬ 
omic consultant. He is recog¬ 
nized as one of the leading 
economists in North America. 
The Government remained very 
mysterious about just what he 
is to survey, hut Alberta tax¬ 
payers can be assured that 
whatever he advises will be no 
crackpot idea, but sound ad vie?

The reference 
to the commission covers pro¬ 
duction of crude oil, in itself a 
complicated matter with many 
sub-headings; price of crude at 
(he well, an extremely complex 
matter regulated by world con¬ 
ditions; manufacturing, with its 
dozens of angles wholesale dis¬ 
tribution, which involves innum 
ernble factors and brings into 
the question such points as tlie 
freight rate structures, varia¬ 
tions in regional and seasonal 
demands, the variety of requir¬ 
ed products, the output of other 
sources, and others: retailing 
which leads into a vast field of 
investigation: the question of 

price-fixing by the government, 
and then the i»ai question be¬ 
hind the whole show: the ad¬ 
visability of th e government 
taking over all the marketing 
and distribution of petroleum 
products, invading the whole 
democratic social system — a 
question which alone could con¬ 
sume months of evidence and 
argument. 

And although it had been sup 
posed that all the necessary 
evidence on pipelines had been 
submitted during the 5 months, 
the commission now has asked 
for mor e evidence on that sub¬ 
ject. In the meantime, Hon. N. 
E. Tanner, provincial Minister 
of Lands and Mines, i s enjoying 
England on an expense account, 
hunting for somebody to invest 
$15,000,000 to $30,000,000 in a 
Turner Valley pipeline, in spite 
of what the Alberta government 
is doing to the industry here 
now. 

Premier Aberhart hobnobbed 
with one of the “50 big shots” 
of Canada last week, outside of 
his political office hours. The 
wisitor was A.E. Arscott, of 
Toronto, general manager of 
the Canahian Bank of Com¬ 
merce. The Premier always at¬ 
tends parties given for such 
executives, and never is sur¬ 
prised, evidently, to find them 
huniiin — just ordinary though 
talented business men. 

In an interview, Mr. Arscott 
said that banks have too much 
money on hand; that they would 
like to get some of it out into 
circulation, since it is only a 
liability to the banks while it is 
not working. But he emphasiz¬ 
ed, the bankg do not own the 
money, the v merely are custod¬ 
ians of it, because it is owned 
by the millions of Canadian 
depositors, with each one of 
whom thq banks have individual 
obligations to keep tlie money 
safe.
